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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


Like  that  of  other  local  governments,  RolHnsford's  Town  Budget  is  being  subjected  to  the 
upward  pressures  of  inflationary  rate  increases  for  fuel,  electricity,  insurance,  interest,  and 
other  items.  Meanwhile,  the  property  tax  base  has  increased  very  little.  Taxpayers  are  asking 
for  a  cap  on  town  expenditures... and,  on  the  other  hand,  police  employees  complain  that  their 
salaries  and  equipment  are  inadequate. 

Three  major  problems  face  the  town  at  the  present  time... police  services,  administrative  ser- 
vices, and  replacement  of  vehicles  in  the  highway  department.  Each  of  these  problems  requires 
a  detail  study  and  evaluation.  The  Selectmen  plan  to  establish  three  committees  to  study  these 
problems  and  make  recommendations  for  future  programs,  staffing  and  equipment. 

The  alternative  of  adding  more  secretarial  help  or  computer  and  word  processing  equipment 
will  be  studied  by  an  Administrative  Committee. 

A  Capital  Budget  Committee  composed  of  members  of  the  Planning  Board,  Budget  Commit- 
tee, Department  Heads  and  Selectmen  will  be  asked  to  prepare  a  10  year  capital  budget  pro- 
gram for  the  town.  The  current  appropriation  of  $5,000  for  the  Capital  Equipment  Fund  is 
grossly  inadequate  to  meet  expected  capital  replacement  costs  for  Highway  trucks,  Packer  and 
Fire  Trucks. 

Some  major  activities  undertaken  by  the  town  in  1980  included: 

1.  An  application  for  a  Federal  Energy  Regulatory  Commission  (FERC)  license  for  recon- 
struction and  operation  of  the  hydroelectric  plant. 

2.  The  Town  began  hauling  its  waste  to  the  Lamprey  Regional  Solid  Cooperative  Incinera- 
tor in  Durham  in  November. 

3.  Completed  Phase  II  of  our  Highway  reconstruction  program  (Old  Mill  Lane,  Pease  Lane, 
Pinecrest  Lane,  Fourth  Street,  and  Howe  Road). 

A  Nutrition  Program  was  begun  in  October  and  is  proving  itself  very  successful.  At  the  pre- 
sent, 25  people  are  benefitting  from  this  daily  program.  It  is  not  a  welfare  program.  All  we 
need  is  proof  that  a  person  is  over  60  years  of  age  and  willing  to  participate  in  this  program  on 
a  daily  basis.  Meals  are  served  daily  at  Noon. 

It  is  only  fitting  that  we  publicly  thank  the  volunteers  who  help  with  this  program  by  giving 
two  hours  one  day  each  week.  They  are  Ardith  Jacobson,  Sophie  Zarrillo,  Karen  Meyers, 
Louise  Dodier,  Lillian  Dodier  and  Cecile  Morin.  Some  of  these  ladies  volunteer  their  services 
three  days  each  week,  and  I  thank  them  sincerely  for  their  help.  Yvonne  Thivierge,  another 
volunteer,  gives  one  hour  each  day,  five  days  a  week,  rain  or  shine  or  snow,  to  deliver  seven 
meals  to  seven  elderly  who  otherwise  would  not  be  able  to  participate  in  this  program. 

The  Selectmen  feel  1980  has  been  a  good  year.  Its  been  a  year  where  much  has  been  ac- 
complished. 1981  will  be  a  year  of  belt-tightening  for  all,  and  the  Selectmen  have  every  inten- 
tion of  tightening  RolHnsford's  belt  as  far  as  it  will  go  without  hurting  too  much. 

We  thank  our  other  town  officials  for  their  cooperation  this  past  year.  We  thank  all  the 
members  of  our  various  boards  and  committees  for  the  time  and  energy  they  put  into  helping  us 
run  this  town  as  efficiently  as  we  possibly  could.  Last,  but  not  least,  we  thank  our  Police 
Department,  Highway  Department  and  Fire  Department  for  the  very  important  role  they  play 
in  the  daily  operation  of  Rollinsford.

REPORT  OF  THE  HYDROELECTRIC  PLANT 


The  reconstruction  of  the  Town's  hydroelectric  plant  should  begin  within  the  next  few 
months.  In  late  September,  the  Hydroelectric  Study  Committee,  which  was  approved  at  the 
March  1980  Town  Meeting,  recommended  the  names  of  three  potential  hydroelectric 
developers  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  The  reconstruction  and  lease-operation  proposal  submit- 
ted by  the  Seaward  Construction  Company  of  Kittery,  Maine  was  selected  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  in  early  October  and  approved  by  the  Town  at  a  Special  Town  Meeting  on  October 
28,  1980.  As  the  successful  applicant.  Seaward  Construction  agreed  to  the  following: 

a)  Prepare  a  license  application  for  submission  to  the  Federal  Energy  Regulatory  Commis- 
sion (FERC)  by  November  24,  1980.  (License  application  to  be  in  the  name  of  the  Town 
of  Rollinsford.) 

b)  Pay  the  Town  of  Rollinsford  a  percentage  of  gross  revenues  received  from  operation  of 
the  plant  (will  average  1 5"/ci  or  more,  depending  on  volume  of  production  and  future  elec- 
tric prices.) 

c)  Give  the  Town  a  buy-out  option  that  could  be  exercised  after  8  years  of  plant  operation. 

A  private  developer  had  filed  a  license  application  on  the  Town's  plant  in  May,  1980.  The 
Town  had  to  file  a  competing  license  application  by  November  24,  1980  or  FERC  would  have 
issued  a  license  to  the  private  developer.  Approval  of  the  Town's  license  application  is  expected 
in  the  spring  of  1981.  Construction  will  begin  as  soon  as  the  license  is  received  from  FERC. 

Assuming  that  the  plant  will  produce  an  average  of  6.5  million  kilowatts  of  electricity  per 
year  and  it  is  sold  to  the  Public  Service  Company  for  7.7  cents  per  KW,  the  Town  of 
Rollinsford  would  receive  approximately  $75,000  per  year.  Of  course,  the  actual  revenue  in  a 
given  year  will  vary  above  or  below  this  figure,  depending  on  water  flow  in  the  river.  Clearly, 
the  plant  will  provide  an  important  source  of  future  revenues  in  Rollinsford. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  sincerely  appreciates  the  assistance  given  to  the  Town  by  the 
Hydroelectric  Study  Committee.  This  committee  functioned  in  a  professional  and  effective 
manner.  Assistance  received  from  the  Strafford  Regional  Planning  Commission  also  helped 
facilitate  the  evaluation  of  alternative  proposals  from  developers.

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POLICE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT  -  1980 

RoUinsford  Police  Department  faced  another  very  busy  year  in  1980.  Over  5,000  calls  for 
service  and  complaints  were  handled  by  the  police  department.  This  again  led  the  other  towns 
in  Strafford  County.  Over  10,000  incoming  and  12,000  outgoing  phone  calls  were  logged. 
1,139  court  cases  were  processed,  three  times  as  many  as  in  1979.  Approximately  45  crimes 
per  month  were  committed  against  persons  and  property,  or  around  $25,000  in  monitary 
value  loss  per  month.  Approximately  48%  of  these  crimes  were  solved  and  this  was  ac- 
complished by  overtime  and  the  use  of  private  vehicles.  47  juveniles  were  brought  before  the 
juvenile  court  to  face  charges  ranging  from  uncontrollable  children  to  arson  and  theft. 

About  60,000  miles  were  logged  on  the  town  cruiser,  checking  homes,  businesses  and  on 
routine  patrol.  Another  4,000  miles  were  logged  on  private  vehicles,  to  accomplish  investiga- 
tions, juvenile  work  and  transportation  of  evidence  to  Concord.  The  police  accomplished 
several  important  projects  during  the  year,  also.  A  new  Radar  was  purchased  through  the 
generosity  of  several  private  citizens  and  businesses.  Approximately  $1,100  was  donated  to  a 
special  Equipment  Fund  Drive.  I  would  like  to  thank  these  contributors  for  helping  the  depart- 
ment control  and  monitor  speeders  on  our  highways. 

Officer  Gerald  Berry  graduated  from  the  N.H.  State  Police  Academy  in  second  place,  out  of 
39  other  police  officers  taking  the  course.  A  job  well  done  Gerry!  The  department  now  has  four 
fully  trained  police  officers,  the  first  time  since  I  became  Chief  in  1972.  The  department  logged 
over  200  hours  of  inservice  training,  at  no  cost  to  the  town.  I  thank  the  officers  for  their  par- 
ticipation in  these  programs.  Last  of  all,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  other  town  departments  for 
their  cooperation  during  1980.  Your  aid  and  assistance  did  not  go  unnoticed.  Also,  thanks  to 
the  townspeople  for  their  cooperation  and  understanding  throughout  the  year.

ROLLINSFORD  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

The  fire  department  had  a  very  busy  year  as  you  can  see  from  the  list  below  and  for  a 
volunteer  department  that  is  a  lot  of  man-hours  after  working  40  hours  a  week,  but  someone 
must  do  it. 

I  feel  that  our  department  has  more  dedicated  men  than  one  could  realize.  We  are  fortunate 
to  have  men  who  will  use  their  spare  time  to  attend  various  training  sessions  locally  and  in 
Concord. 

We  have  3  trained  EMT'S  now  and  our  lieutenant  recently  attended  Arson  Investigation 
classes  at  the  University  of  New  Hampshire.  Myself  and  the  Assistant  Chief  have  attended 
meetings  at  the  recently  initiated  SCAR  program  (Strafford  County  Arson  Resources).  Most  of 
the  men  have  attended  classes  in  vehicle  extraction  held  in  RoUinsford  and  Dover. 

When  you  see  the  cars  at  the  station  on  Sunday  mornings  and  Monday  nights  the  men  are 
training  with  the  equipment.  Being  a  Volunteer  requires  a  lot  of  refamiliarization  with  the 
equipment,  Driving,  Pumping,  Hose  lays.  Hydrant  work,  Protective  breathing.  Communica- 
tions, Ladders  and  Public  Relations.  All  of  these  funaions  are  basic  and  the  basics  must  always 
be  reviewed. 
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Not  all  our  time  is  spent  Training,  somewhere  we  found  the  time  to  hold  fund  raisers  to  sup- 
port a  Minor  and  Little  league  baseball  team,  help  finance  the  local  Babe  Ruth  baseball  team 
and  awarded  a  S250.00  Scholarship  in  the  name  of  Robert  Beccaris  to  a  graduating  senior  from 
the  town  of  Rollinsford. 

The  men,  supervised  by  Joe  Sweeney,  found  time  to  paint  the  inside  of  the  station  as  well  as 
the  outside.  Joe  had  3  people  supplied  to  him  by  CETA  to  do  the  exterior  of  the  station. 

It  has  taken  several  years  to  get  our  operation  up  to  modernization  and  we  are  still  working 
at  it.  Each  year  that  our  budget  gets  approved  means  a  step  further  towards  building  a  better 
fire  department.  With  the  effectiveness  that  our  department  is  experiencing  the  Insurance 
Underwriters  have  changed  the  town's  fire  class,  which  means  a  savings  to  our  taxpayers 
through  their  home  insurance.  We  have  a  lot  to  gain  and  nothing  to  lose. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  officers  and  men  for  their  support  and  to  a  job  well 
done.

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HYDROELECTRIC  STUDY  COMMITTEE  REPORT 


On  April  4,  1980  the  board  of  selectmen  appointed  a  hydroelectric  study  committee  to  assist 
them  in  assembling  the  facts  and  figures  necessary  to  determine  how  the  long  abandoned 
hydroelectric  plant  could  best  benefit  the  town.  Members  of  this  committee  included:  Cory 
Curtis  (chairman),  Dave  Morrissette  (Vice  Chairman),  Fred  Courser  (recorder),  Peter  Mantos, 
Armand  Laliberte,  Fred  Green  and  Dick  Eisfeller.  The  committee  met  more  than  a  dozen  times 
and  spent  much  time  gathering,  studying,  comparing  huge  amounts  of  information  concerning 
hydro  plant  development  and  developers. 

Not  long  after  the  committee  was  formed  the  hydro  power  developing  company  of  Webster 
&  Gleeson  filed  for  a  minor  license  with  the  Federal  Energy  Regulatory  Commission  (FERC) 
to  develop  the  Rollinsford  site. 

In  order  for  the  town  to  retain  control  over  the  site  and  maximize  benefits  to  the  town,  the 
committee  agreed  to  notify  FERC  that  the  town  of  Rollinsford  intended  to  file  a  competing  ap- 
plication for  the  right  to  develop  the  site. 

A  request  for  proposals  was  advertised  to  attract  prospective  developers  interested  in  prepar- 
ing a  proposal  so  that  the  town  could  compete  with  Webster  &  Gleeson.  Five  companies 
responded  with  proposals  along  with  another  proposal  from  Webster  &  Gleeson.  The  commit- 
tee then  interviewed  bidders. 

A  Public  Hearing  was  held  September  25  to  inform  the  townspeople  of  the  status  of  the 
Hydro  project  as  required  by  the  previous  town  meeting  and  to  get  an  input  as  to  possible  ob- 
jectives to  consider  in  selection  of  a  contractor. 

Utilizing  a  systematic  method  for  decision  making  the  committee  recommended  to  the  select- 
men that  Seaward  Construction  Co.  be  selected  as  the  hydro  developer  to  act  in  the  interest  of 
the  town. 

A  Special  Town  Meeting  was  held  and  Seaward  Construction  was  confirmed  as  the  town's 
choice  and  a  competing  Minor  license  was  filed  with  FERC  in  November  1980. 

Special  thanks  to  Gary  Mongeon  of  the  Strafford  County  Regional  Planning  Commission  for 
his  time  and  professionalism,  he  made  a  difficult  task  pleasurable.

1980  YEAR-END  REPORT  OF  THE 
STRAFFORD  REGIONAL  PLANNING  COMMISSION 

The  Strafford  Regional  Planning  Commission  has  provided  over  170  hours  of  specific 
technical  assistance  to  the  Town  of  Rollinsford  in  support  of  several  ongoing  projects,  at  the 
request  of  various  town  officials.  These  local  projects  have  included: 

1 .  at  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  assisted  the  Rollinsford  Hydropower  Study  Com- 
mittee draft  a  request  for  proposals  from  developers  for  a  feasibility  study  to  reactivate  the 
Town's  hydropower  plant; 

2.  assisted  the  Committee  evaluate  development  proposals  and  interview  developers  for  selec- 
tion; 

3.  helped  draft  the  contractual  agreement  between  the  Town  of  Rollinsford  and  the  selected 
hydropower  developer; 
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STRAFFORD  REGIONAL  PLANNING  COMMISSION  cont. 


4.  met  with  the  developer  of  the  Town's  hydropower  plant  concerning  the  strategy  to  obtain 
federal  licensing  of  the  plant; 

5.  reviewed  the  Damart  expansion  plans  to  determine  possible  conflicts  with  municipal  plans 
for  the  development  of  the  hydropower  plant;  and 

6.  prepared  for  and  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Planning  Board  concerning  a  potential  project  to 
update  the  RoUinsford  Master  Plan. 


TRI-AREA  VNA 
ANNUAL  REPORT-FY  1980 


The  Tri-Area  Visiting  Nurse  Association  offers  services  to  the  residents  of  Somersworth, 
RoUinsford,  and  Berwick.  The  total  population  served  is  approximately  17,512. 
(Somersworth-11,  290.  Rollinsford-2,422.  Berwick-3,800.) 

Nursing  services  provided  under  the  care  of  the  sick  program  include  care  for  the  home- 
bound  ill,  follow-up  care  for  patients  with  TB  and  other  communicable  diseases,  care  to  men- 
tally ill  patients,  guidance  in  good  health  habits  and  self-care,  and  assistance  to  families  in  cop- 
ing with  emotional  problems  arising  from  illness  or  injury.  Physical  Therapy  services  provide  a 
treatment  program  designed  to  restore  maximal  level  of  function  following  strokes  and  other 
disabling  conditions.  Occupational  Therapy  services  provide  in-home  training  in  rehabilitation 
tasks  such  as  dressing  and  eating,  and  general  activities  of  daily  life.  All  services  are  provided 
under  a  physician's  plan  of  treatment. 

4,546  visits  were  made  under  the  care  of  the  sick  program  in  1980.  78%  of  these  visits  were 
made  to  patients  sixty-five  and  over,  14%  to  ages  45-64,  7%  to  21-44,  and  1%  to  ages  6-20.

ROLLINSFORD  SCHOOL  DISTRICT 
1981-1982  BUDGET  PROPOSAL 

To  The  Residents  of  Rollinsford: 

The  proposed  1981-1982  Rollinsford  School  District  budget  includes  a  gross 
budget  increase  of  $42,473.00.  Major  items  contributing  to  this  6.5%  increase  in- 
clude: 
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1981-1982  BUDGET  PROPOSAL  com. 


A.  Instructional  Salaries  and  Benefits:  (Account  |1100).  The  dollar  increase  for  salaries  is 
$11,720  which  is  9.1%  from  budget  to  budget.  Health  insurance  rates  have  increased  52% 
single  membership,  42%  family  membership  and  16%  two-person  membership.  The  salaries 
and  benefits  increase  is  $15,713-10.7%. 

B.  Special  Education  Salaries  and  Benefits:  (Account  #1200).  The  dollar  increase  in  this  ac- 
count is  $2,626  which  is  15.3%.  The  proposal  includes  a  full-time  teacher  and  an  aide.  This 
position  will  attempt  to  up-grade  the  reading  program  for  all  children  attending  the  Rollinsford 
Grade  School,  a  School  Board  priority,  as  well  as  providing  for  the  special  needs  children. 

C.  Office  of  the  Principal:  (Account  #2410).  Increase  in  this  account  is  $2,478  (9.3%).  The 
proposal  calls  for  a  10%  salary  increase  for  the  secretary  and  principal. 

D.  Care  and  Operation  of  Plant:  (Account  #2510).  Most  of  the  $8,829  (19.3%)  increase  is 
due  to  rising  fuel  and  utility  costs  $6,420.  The  proposal  calls  for  two  full-time  custodians  with 
reduction  of  the  part-time  position  currently  in  effect. 

E.  Contracted  Services  Transportation:  (Account  #2550).  The  increase  in  this  account  is 
$8,750-(25.0"/o).  The  factors  causing  increase  here  are  rising  gasoline,  insurance,  labor,  and 
unit  costs. 

The  Rollinsford  School  Board  presented  a  budget  calling  for  an  increase  of  $54,447  (9.6%) 
at  the  public  hearing.  In  responding  to  concerns  of  the  public  for  holding  the  budget  increase  to 
a  lesser  amount,  the  Board  met  and  decided  to  hold  as  many  areas  as  possible  at  1980-81 
budget  levels,  even  though  the  inflationary  impact  is  being  felt  by  the  school  as  it  is  by  all  sec- 
tors of  the  economy.

Lester  Eldridge  moved  to  accept  the  article  as  read,  seconded  by  Arthur  Osbon.  The  vote 
was  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  IV 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  make  application  for  and  to 
receive  and  spend  up  to  $15,000.  of  funds  that  may  become  available  to  the  Town  under  the 
Comprehensive  Employment  and  Training  Act  of  1973  as  amended  (CETA)  for  the  purpose  of 
providing  federally  subsidized  training  and  employment  opportunities  to  benefit  both  residents 
of  the  community  and  the  community  at-large. 

Ronald  Brown  moved  to  accept  the  article  as  read,  seconded  by  Edward  McCann.  After 
discussion,  the  motion  was  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  V 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum  of  $5,000.  for  the  Town  Equipment  Fund. 

Anhur  Osbon,  moved  to  accept  the  article  as  read,  seconded  by  Paul  Hanson.  The  resulting 

vote  was  affirmative. 
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ARTICLE  VI 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  selectmen  to  apply  for,  accept,  and  expend  up 
to  $15,000.  in  Municipal  Coastal  Grants  as  authorized  and  approved  under  the  New  Hamp- 
shire Coastal  Resources  Management  Program. 

Ovid  Viel  moved  to  accept  the  article  as  read,  seconded  by  Richard  Bradbury.  A  request  for 
explanation  was  made  by  Fred  Green.  Edmund  Jansen  replied  by  stating  that  these  monies,  if 
acquired  are  specifically  for  planning  purposes.  After  a  discussion,  the  motion  was  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  VII 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum  of  $21,500.  for  reconstruction  of  town  roads 
(Pinecrest,  Howe,  Fourth  St.,  and  one  section  of  Old  Mill  Lane.)  At  this  time  Pease  Lane  was 
added  to  the  article  due  to  the  fact  that  it  was  omitted  in  the  printing  of  the  warrant. 

Lester  Eldridge  moved  to  accept  the  article  as  read,  seconded  by  Paul  Hanson.  Vote  was  af- 
firmative. 

ARTICLE  VIII  . 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum  of  $7,000.  to  purchase  a  new  police  cruiser. 

Edward  Murphy  moved  to  accept  the  article  as  read,  seconded  by  Mr.  Curtio. 

At  this  time  questions  were  asked  concerning  the  type  of  vehicle  proposed.  After  a  discus- 
sion, the  vote  was  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  IX 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum  of  $3,000.  for  a  Smoke  Alarm  System  for  the 
Town  Hall  ($1,400.  already  in  Liabilities.) 

Richard  Bradbury  moved  to  accept  the  article  as  read,  seconded  by  Robert  Curren. 

At  this  time  Ronald  Brown  mentioned  that  the  present  station  alarm  system  may  not  be  ade- 
quate enough  to  handle  an  additional  line;  so  this  matter  must  be  investigated  first. 

After  brief  discussion,  the  vote  was  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  X 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,000.  to  purchase  a  plow  to  be  used  with 
the  Case  Loader. 

Henry  Ouellette  moved  to  accept  the  article  as  read,  seconded  by  Paul  Hanson. 

At  this  time  the  town's  people  discussed  the  necessity  of  this  plow. 

The  vote  was  taken.  The  article  was  defeated. 

ARTICLE  XI 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  budget  as  submitted  by  the  Budget  Committee. 

Lester  Eldridge  moved  to  accept  the  article  as  read,  seconded  by  Louis  Trundy. 

At  this  time,  Robert  Larochelle  asked  why  only  Police  and  Fire  Dept.  budgets  were  cut.  Mr. 
Jansen  answered  by  stating  that  no  specific  department  is  picked  to  be  cut  during  the  review  by 
the  committee. 
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Mr.  England  moved  that  the  Police  Department  budget  be  passed  as  recommended  by  the 
department  head,  seconded  by  Mr.  Murphy. 

New  article  to  include  $1,884.  more  to  Police  Department  budget,  raising  total  to  original 
figure  submitted  by  Police  Department  to  budget  committee. 

Vote  to  accept  the  new  anicle  was  taken  by  a  showing  of  hand.  Result:  Yes:  32,  No:  22.  The 
vote  on  new  article  was  affirmative. 

Mr.  England  made  a  motion  to  apply  an  additional  $2,000.  to  the  newly  accepted  budget  for 
the  purpose  of  repairing  the  old  cruiser  in  order  to  utilize  it  as  a  back  up  unit  for  special  duty 
and  travel,  seconded  by  Mr.  Parkinson. 

After  a  discussion,  the  vote  was  taken  by  a  showing  of  hand.  Results:  No:  33,  Yes:  15.  The 
motion  was  defeated. 

In  conclusion,  a  vote  was  taken  to  accept  the  budget  as  altered  by  the  above  motions,  raising 
the  total  budget  for  the  year  1980  to  $410,912.40.  Vote  result  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  XII 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Fred  Green  moved  to  accept  the  article  as  read,  seconded  by  Gerald  Boothby.  The  vote  was 
affirmative. 

ARTICLE  XII 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA:654  34-a,  permitting  applica- 
tions for  changes  in  perty  affiliations  to  be  made  with  the  Town  Clerk. 

Richard  Bradbury  moved  to  accept  the  article  as  read,  seconded  by  Robert  Larochelle.  Vote 
was  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  XIV 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  negotiate  and  sign  a  long  term  lease  with 
the  Damart  Corporation  for  part  of  town  land  located  in  front  of  hydroelectric  plant  building 
as  a  site  for  three  Damart  loading  ramps  and  an  overhead  bridge  connecting  Mill  building  #1 
and  Mill  building  #2.  The  loading  ramps  and  overhead  bridge  will  be  designed  to  insure  suffi- 
cient access  for  personnel  and  construction  equipment  and  new  equipment  that  may  be  re- 
quired during  the  future  reconstruction  and  operation  of  the  hydroelearic  plant. 

Henry  Ouellette  moved  to  accept  the  article  as  read,  seconded  by  Lester  Eldridge.  After  a 
discussion,  the  vote  was  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  XV 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  file  for  a  Federal  Energy  Regulatory  Com- 
mission (FERC)  Preliminary  Permit  for  reconstruction  and  operation  of  the  RoUinsford 
Hydroelectric  plant  jointly  with  the  University  of  New  Hampshire  or  a  private  developer  in 
order  to  facilitate  the  initiation  of  a  plant  feasibility  study.  (Application  to  be  made  by  Sept.  1, 
1980). 
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Paul  Hanson  moved  to  accept  the  article  as  read,  seconded  by  Merle  Jacobson. 

Mr.  Jansen  asked  that  the  words  "jointly  with  the  University  of  New  Hampshire  or  private 
developer",  be  striken  from  the  article. 

Mr.  Jansen's  amendment  was  accepted.  After  a  brief  discussion,  the  vote  was  taken. 

Vote  was  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  XVI 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  appoint  a  Hydroelectric  Plant  Study  and 
Coordination  Committee  to  assist  the  Selectmen  in  evaluation  of  alternative  plans  for  renova- 
tion and  operation  of  the  RoUinsford  Hydroelectric  Plant.  The  seven  man  committee  will  in- 
clude a  member  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Planning  Board,  and  the  Conservation  Com- 
mission, and  four  members  at-large.  The  committee  will  hold  a  Public  Hearing  within  six  (6) 
months  to  receive  citizen  input  into  the  planning  process. 

Mr.  Vaughn  moved  to  accept  the  article  as  read,  seconded  by  Mr.  Gordon. 

Vote  was  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  XVIII 

To  see  if  theTownwill  vote  to  create  a  Library  Board  of  Trustees  to  be  known  as  the  Board  of 
the  Friends  of  the  RoUinsford  Library,  who  shall  hold  in  trust  and  administer  all  private  be- 
quests, devises,  or  donations  for  the  future  establishment  of  a  public  library  pursuant  to  N.H. 
RSA  202  A-3.  (by  petition) 

Mr.  Vaughn  moved  to  accept  the  article  as  read,  seconded  by  Mrs.  Whitehouse. 

At  this  time  a  presentation  was  given  by  Mrs.  Hopkins,  as  to  the  purpose  and  need  of  this 
library. 

Mrs.  McCann  moved  to  amend  the  article  to  read:  "To  see  if  the  Town  of  RoUinsford  will 
vote  to  create  a  Library  Board  of  Trustees,  who  shall  hold  in  trust  and  administer  all  provate 
bequests,  devises,  or  donations  for  the  future  establishment  of  a  public  library  pursuant  to 
N.H.  RSA  202  A-3  (by  petition). 

Mrs.  Vaughn  moved  to  accept  the  amended  article  as  read,  seconded  by  Mr.  McCann.  The 
article  was  put  to  a  vote  by  a  showing  of  hands.  Results:  Yes:  36,  No:  1.  The  vote  was  affir- 
mative. 

ARTICLE  XVIII 

To  see  if  the  Town  shall  elect  three  (3)  Trustees  to  constitute  the  Board  of  the  Friends  of  the 
RoUinsford  Library.  One  Trustee  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  each  annual  meeting  for  a  term  of 
three  years  pursuant  to  N.H.  RSA  31:22  (by  petition). 

Mrs.  Vaughn  moved  to  accept  the  article  as  read,  seconded  by  Mr.  McGurren. 
Mrs.  Vaughn  moved  to  amend  the  article  to  coincide  with  the  reading  of  Article  XVII, 
seconded  by  Mrs.  Hopkins. 

The  amended  article  to  read  as  follows:  "To  see  if  the  Town  of  RoUinsford  shall  elect  three 
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(3)  Trustees  to  constitute  the  Rollinsford  Library  Board  of  Trustees.  One  Trustee  shall  be 
elected  by  ballot  at  each  annual  meeting  for  a  term  of  three  years  pursuant  to  N.H.  RSA  31:22 
(by  petition). 

At  this  time  a  motion  was  made  by  Fred  Green,  seconded  by  Mrs.  Vaughn  to  elect  by  unof- 
ficial ballot,  one  (1)  Trustee  of  Rollinsford  Library  Trust  Fundfor  a  term  of  Three  (3)  years, 
and  to,  at  the  next  annual  meeting,  by  official  ballot,  elect  one  (1)  Trustee  for  two  (2)  years  and 
one  (1)  Trustee  for  (1)  one  year.  This  motion  was  accepted  unanimously. 

Fred  Green  moved  to  elect  Mrs.  McCann  to  be  Trustee  of  Rollinsford  Library  Trust  Fund 
for  thee  (3)  years.  Mrs.  McCann  declined. 

Mrs.  Vaughn  moved  to  nominate  James  Sorice,  seconded  by  Mrs.  Hopkins. 

Mr.  Green  moved  that  nominations  cease,  and  that  the  Clerk  case  one  vote  to  elect  Mr. 
Sorice  to  the  three  (3)  year  term  as  Trustee  of  Rollinsford  Library  Trust  Fund,  seconded  by  Mr. 
Vaughn.  At  this  time  the  Clerk  cast  one  ballot,  and  Mr.  Sorice  was  elected. 

ARTICLE  XIX 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  administer  or  dispose  of  any  Real  Estate 
that  has  been  or  may  be  acquired  through  Tax  Collector's  Deeds. 

Mr.  Viel  moved  to  accept  the  article  as  read,  seconded  by  Mr.  Larochelle.  Vote  was  affir- 
mative. 

ARTICLE  XX 

To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legall  come  before  this  meeting. 

There  being  no  other  business  brought  before  this  meeting,  Mr.  Viel  moved  to  adjourn, 
seconded  by  Mr.  Larochelle.  As  all  were  in  favor,  the  meeting  was  adjourned.  Time:  12:00 
p.m.
